NEW BRUNSWICK

Fredericton, (CP)—New Bruns- 
wick, a comparatively sthall pro- 
ducer of fish amorfg Canada’s sca- 
coast provinces, is making a de- 
termined effort to put her fish- 
eries into the realm of big busi- 
ness. Ps 

The sardine industry has been 
encouraged to an extent where it 
now. brings shore fishermen more. 
than $1,500,000 a yeaf and the 
government is subsidizing efforts 
to introduce modern draggers 
into the Bay of Fundy. 

With government financial o3s- 
sistance, a dragger was put into 
operation in the stormy Bay of 
Fundy early this year and ws 
termed a “major. experiment” in 
the fight to expand Fundy fish- 
eries. 3 

Success of the trip might lead 

to an additional $1,000,000 income 
in the cultivation of the rosefith 
industry alone and would almost 
definitely bring additional drag- 
gers into the strip of water be- 
tween the New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia shores. 
- The dragger, which Is the first 
to operate in the Bay of Fundy, 
might also be used in the scallop 
fisheries which fishermen from 
Digby, N.S., now control almost 
without competition. 

Provincial officials say scal- 
lops are available in large quan- 
tities in deep Bay of Fundy wa- 
ters snd say the dragger is the 
“jdeal vessel” to bring them up 
from the deep.

|steel shortage is cutting off its

Many months behind on its 
$10,000,000 backlog of orders be- 
cause it can't get steel to fill them 
the industry is skidding back 
from its pre-eminent spot among 
world nations as @ der of 
ships. 

In the last year, even war-torn 
France and Italy have siipped 
ahead of Canada tp lower her rat- 
ing among the nations to sixth. 

Canada was fourth a year 2g0 
—behind. Great Britain, Sweden 
and Norway — before the steel 
searcity hit. As it is, she is still 
ahead of the United States on 
the world rating of Lloyd's; based 
on keels actually laid. 

The Dominion's shipyards have 
a far greater potential than they 
have been employing, and they 
have been turning down: orders 
for several months because they 
can't find steel to build the ships.

The conduit pipe, 20 inches in 
diameter reaches 1600 feet out 
into the bay and rests upon 2 
gravel bottom where the water 
is 20 feet deep. In the work 
80,568 feet of pipe were used. 
The last pipe was laid about 
the 10th of January 1888. Be- 
tween $75,000.00 and $85,000.00 
were paid for labor.

Allahabad, Feb. 12, (CP)— 
Thousands of frenzied . persons 
waded up to their necks at the 
confluence of the Ganges and 
Jumna Rivers when some of the 
ashes of Mohandas K. Gandhi 
were immersed by his son Ram- 
das in the water holy to Hindus. 

Two million others had lined 
the three-mlle route to the river 
bank to pay their Jast respects 
to the man who ranks almost as 
a saint in this land as the cop- 
per urn carrying his ashes was 
carried past.

Just 24 minutes after the robbery 
Kitchener police arrested two

The men — identified as Brad- 
ley K. Watts, 22, of Stratford, and 
Allan Williamson, 18, of Galt — 
were removed to Oxford county 
jail at Woodstock not long after 
thelr arrest.

Moscow, Feb. 12. (AP) — The 
Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party today censured 
seven Russian composers, includ- 
ing Dmitri Shostakovich and 
Serge Prokofieff. 

A party resolution spread across 
half of Pravda's front page this 
morning accused them of writing 
music which “follows the formal- 
ist trend—a trend against the 
people.” 

The resolution was sharply crit- 
ical of “survivals of Bourgeois 
ideology nurtured by influence 
of the modern decadent music of 
Western Europe and America.” 
- Other composers mentioned by 
name were Aram Khachaturian, 
Vissarion Shebalin, Gabriel Po- 
pov, Irakly (Vano). Muradeli and 
Nicolai Miaskovsky. 

Shebakin “is director of the 
Moscow Conservatory. : 

Shostakovich is the composer 
of the opera “Lady Macbeth of 
Mzensk" and several widely- 
played symphonies, ‘of which 
probably the best known is his 
seventh, Prokofief{ perhaps is 
most widely known for his “Peter 
and the Wolf". 

Khachaturian has writen 
widely-played violln and plano 
concertos and Miaskovsky is the 
composer of at least 17 symphon- 
ies, perhaps more than any man 
now living. The works of Popov 
and Sherbalin are not well 
known abroad. 

The party’s central committee 
instructed its propaganda and a¢i- 
tation department and its art 
committee to rectify the situation 
and to ‘liquidate the defects 
pointed out”.

And Availability of Shipping 


Will Increase Immigration 


Ottawa, Feb. 14. (CP)—The | cour 
speeding up of examination in 
Europe and increasing gre 
ity of shipping space to the Do- 
minion is finding Canada with a 
rapidly-increasing immigrant 

population. 

With more than half of its 73,- 
000 total made of people of the 
British Isles, the 1947 influx 
swelled into a “new citizens” 
bumper crop, seeded by most of 
the European countries as well as 
the United States. 

Excelling its 1947 predecessor 
will be the 1948 figure, predicts 
the deputy minister of Mines and 
Resources, Keenleyside. With | 
emphasis now on the British 
Isles, two new immigration offices 
will shortly be opened at Glas- 
gow and Belfast to bring more 
Scottish and Irish immigrants to 
Canada and to take the strain 
from the London and Liverpool 
offices now functioning. 

In addition, Canada plans an 
alr immigration scheme to fly dis- 
Placed persons here at the rate 
of about 160 a day. This is ex- 
pected to start In a short time. 

By May, Canada hopes to have 


22,000 displaced persons in the nine. 


country. About 8,000 of these al- 
ready have arrived.” 

Figures relezsed by the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Resources to- 
day show that the British Isles 
accounted for more than half of 
the number entering the Dominion 
last year. 

While Britain provided Canada 
with 38,747 immigrants, oddly 
enough, United States came in 
second place with 9,440, Total 
immigration from Northern Eur- 
ope numbered 5,482, including 3,- 
192 Dutch. Other races contrib- 
uted 10,458 new Canadians, the 
largest individual group being 
2,610 Poles, 

Kindest province to the new 
Canadians was Ontario. The in- 
dustrial province absorbed 35,543 
immigrants. All other provinces 
lagged badly behind. The West 
Coast took 8,599; Quebec, 8,272

While moans over the mounting 
cost of living were becoming 
louder, Prime Minister Attlee an- 
nounced what amounts to a freeze 
of wages but Sir Stafford Cripps, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
cushioned it by proclaiming that 
prices of most commodities would 
be pegged at New Year levels. 


Cripps More Urgent 


But at the same time, Sir Staf- 
ford has become more and more 
forth-right in his demands for 
Increased production to try to 
bridge the dollar gap. He doesn't 
hesitate to -use phrases like 
“fighting for your life” when ex- 
horting workers to additional 
efforts. 

However, the average worker 
may take a more materialistic 
view than Sir Stafford, who tack- 
les difficulties with the inspira- 
tion of his rejigious beliefs. The 
workman is more likely to agree 
with trade union leaders who 
contend that if you peg wages, 
you take away the incentive to 
work harder. 

The Marshall plan {fs another 
confusing factor. Most. Britons 
have only the haziest idea of what 
the plan Involves. They see it as a 
vast fund for the relief of Europe 
that will be released after due 
palaver at Washington. They feel 
that it will buoy Britain through 
her present difficulties. 

Sir Stafford, doubtless unin- 
tentionally, has fostered this feel- 
ing by his recent statements that 
Britain can’t hope to close the 
dollar gap without some assist- 


ance. 
The chancellor, who has emerg- 
ed as the dominant figure of the 
Labor hierarchy, is admired by 
most of the country.

Weaknesses Pointed Out 


Many of the weaknesses of the 
system for dealing with crimin- 
alg were pointed out. People who 
are convicted of crime fall into 
two classes, reformable or irre- 
formable. If they are reforma)¢, 
it is stupid to send them to re- 
formatories and penitentiari¢s, 
that are really training schools for 
future crimes. Statistics prove 
that 78 per cent of the peoplé in 
reformatories are repeaters. This 
system is a mockery, it does not 


reform anyone, -but gives them, 


an opportunity for learning from 
hardened criminals better ways 
of committing erime. If he is tr- 
reformable he is a mental case, 
and should be treated sanely in 
an institution, rather than be al- 
lowed to become a menace 
society at periodic intervals. 

The present divorce law was 
clted as another example of one 
that needs changing.. Under the 
present system, there is only one 
ground for divorce, that of adul- 
tery. Examples were given of the 
ondeirness and ridiculousness of 
this situation. England has chang- 
ed her divorce laws, and they 
will only be changed here by the 
activity of the people. 


Other Inadequacies 


Other examples of the inad- 
equacy of some of the laws ware 
mentioned. With a rising cost of 
living, and approximately 25 rer 
cent of the people living below a 
normal level of proper food and 
clothing, tariffs are Imposed on 
necessary goods, which increases 
the hardship rather than allevint- 
ing it.

In view of the apparent public misunderstanding of the re- 
spective functions of The Hydro-Electrie Power Commission of 
the Province and the Municipal Hydro Commissions in the muni- 
cipalities, this statement is made to clarify the situation. - 


The function of the Provincial Commission is to generate or 
buy electric power and to sell electric power to M cipal Com- 
missions and directly to rural consumers and to industries, 


.< ‘The function of each Municipal-Commission is to sell to {ts 


consumers within the municipality the electric power purchased 
from the Provincial Commission.

In practice, the Provincial Comaalisten and the Manicipal 
Commissions endeavour to co-operate with each other in the 
public interest. — 


By reason of lack of rainfall last summer and autumn and 
by lack of.thaws during the present winter, there has been a sub- 
stantial depletion of the storage of water necessary to maintain 
a high level. of continuous generation. The resulting loss of pro- 
duction of electric power has taken place in Ontario and elsc- 

"where where power has been purchased both under contract and 
in excess of contract commitments by the Provincial Commission. 
This loss of production of electric energy has become so serious 
that certain of those who had contracts to supply the Provincial 
Commission with electric power have been compelled not only to 
withdraw the electric power they had been supplying in excess of 
contract commitments, but as well have been compelled to reduce 
delivery below contract requirements by a further reduction of 
8,000,000 kilowatt-hours per week. 


As long ago as December 15th, the Provincial Commission 
“notified\the Municipal Commissions and indicated to its direct 
consumers that, in addition to cuts already being applied to di- 
rect. consumers, it was evident that, unless additional voluntary 
savings could be obtained, the Commission would be obliged to 
order the municipalities to reduce their loads from time to time 
“by as much as 15 per cent or more. This notification was given 
“for the express purpose of obtaining greater conservation of 


_ = power. and to enable each Municipal Commission to plan in ad-- 


* vance the most equitable. allocation of’ power within the munici- 
pality.

The Provincial Commission received notification that the 
most recent cut of power purchased under contract would be 
effective on Monday, February 16th. In order to make an equitable 
reduction of power delivery to all Municipal Commissions, it was 
necessary for the Provincial Commission to compute for each 
Municipal Commission the amount of reduction it. would be 
called upon to absorb; after taking into account the amount of 
conservation already effected by each Municipal. Commission 


since October, 1947. To enable the Provincial Commission to 


complete the necessary computations and to notify the majority 
of Municipal Commissions of the amount of reduction each would 
have to absorb by Wednesday, February 18th, it was necessary 
that a substantial reduction be placed in effect as of Monday, Feb- 
ruary 16, so that there would be no risk of an actual power stop- 
page in deliveries by the Provincial Commission. To accomplish 
this, the Provincial Commission requested the Municipal Com- 
missions of Toronto, Ottawa, Hamilton, London, Windsor and- 
Peterborough to reduce their takings of electric power by specific 
amounts during specified times, and also requested: these Muni- 


cipal Commissions to, in the meantime, treat the request confi- 


dentially and not to give it to the press prior to the notification to 
all municipalities on Monday. This was to avoid statements 
appearing which might have the effect of ‘creatin; quite erron- 
eous impressions of the amount of reduction necessary in each 
particular municipality. throughout the Province. 


In relation to the reduction of power, each Municipal Com- 


mission was faced with entirely different considerations as to 


how available power would be allocated within each municipality. 


For this reason, it was not feasible ‘for the Provincial C  Commis- 


sion by a general statement to indicate to the consumers in any 


particular: municipality the allocation of available power that 


would be made by the Municipal Commissions. ;

Future of U.S. Air Base on Persian 
Gulf Depends on Ibn Saud’s Goodwill

Drahran, Saudi Arabia, Feb. 25

Surprise Witness Before 
Committee Suys There 
Was No Price Fixing 


Ottawa, Feb. 26 (CP)—A ho- 
tel-room meeting of Toronto bak- 
ers, which preceded a general 
three-cent-a-loaf increase in 
bread prices there last September, 
was down for renewed investiga- 
tion today by the Commons Price 
Committee. 

Though the committee had been 
told the meeting reached no 
agreement to fix higher prices, it 
retained for questioning a partici- 

t at the session yesterday who 

d been plucked as a surprise

ens witness was J. Leo Kelle- 
- her, now manager of a bakery in 
Hull, Que., and, in September, 
plant manager for General Bak- 
eries in Toronto. He was named 
as a commitee at the hotel meet- 
ing by James M. MacDonald, 
secretary-treasurer of General 
Bakeries, and promptly was call- 
ed to the stand to replace Mr. 
MacDonald. d. 

Both these witnesses denied 
there had been any price-fixing 
at the ber meeting. It had 
been called, they said, to discuss 
expected premeetionrcers in- 

creases resulting from the im- 
pending removal of flour sub- 
sidies, and it had ended in disa- 
greement so far as new bakers 
prices were concerned. . -

Thereupon, 
it did the same, on Sept. 18. 

The General Bakeries execu- 
tive denied his company exercised 
“control” over the retail prices o: 
its bread—aside from what it 
sold direct to the consumer—but
